Whole families of 
children—yea, even whole school- 
rooms—were wiped out. It ran 
through whole neighborhoods, leav- 
ing death in ite wake.

The day war began Mr. Chamber- 
laln brought Winston Churchill in- 
to his cabinet as First Lord of the 
Admiralty. 

Mr. Chamberlain devoted himself 


- as wholeheartedly to victory with 


arms as he had striven for peace. 
But Britain was not ready. There 
were problems to be 
met against the fully prepared 
Germans. Crises arose in the 
Government. 

The Nazis rumbled over Poland, 
Norway, Denmark, Britain’s expedi- 
tionary force was. compelled to 
evacuate Norway. During the 
fighting’ there Mr. Chamberlain 
had proclaimed his confidence of 
vielory and sald “Hitler had miss- 
ed the. bus.” 

A bitter debate in Parliament en- 
sued. The phrase “missed the bus” 
was hurled at the Prime Minister 
who defended himself doggedly. 

But many members of his Con- 
servative Party voted against him. 
He was sustained on a vote of con-

Last May 10 he resigned. 
Winston Churchill succeeded him. 
The new Prime Minister, an ad- 
mirer of Mr.-Chamberlain’s quali- 
tles of tenacity and sincerity in- 
vited. him into the Government as 
Lord President of the Council. 
Then came a serious operation 
for an abdominal ailment during 
the summer, He returned to his 
duties after 2 long’ rest, his bealth 
below-par, and on Oct. 3 he re- 
signed, stating he had suffered a

that threatened Europe with gen- 
eral war less than twenty years 
after the close of history’s deadliest 
armed conflict. 

* Through the hectic years of war 
in Spain, war in China and armed 
coercion in Central Europe, with 
the world harassed by totalitarian 
demands for expansion, demands 
for trade, demands for colonies, 
Chamberlain stood out as a figure 
striving for e. First, peace by 
appeasement; and when that. ap- 
peared on the point of failure, 
peace by opposing force with force. 

Criticize] and applauded through- 
out his efforts to appease the dic- 
tators before the dismemberment of 
Czecho-Slovakis, Chamberlain re- 
mained outwardly calm. He was 
equally calm—and hard—when that 
“wanton violation of a solemn 
pledge” brought a reshaping of 
British policy. For the first time 
in history Britain, under Cham- 
berlain guaranteed frontiers in 
Eastern Europe for the first time 
since Cromwell she conscripted men 
in times of peace; 

Nearly {fifty when he entered the 
House of Commons, Chamberlain 
rose higher than his brilliant fa- 
ther, Joseph, and his half-brother, 
Str Austen. Until the “war scare” 
years he was perhars best. known 
for carrying through as Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, the project 
nearest his father’s heart. In 1932 
he inroduced an Empire preference 
tariff schedule in his budget, re- 
versing the century-old British pol- 
icy of free imports. 

‘Shortly after Chamberlain became 
Prime .Minister, a biographer, re- 
ferring to his natural. reserve and 
innate shyness, wrote of him: 

“He has no glowing eloquence or 
aptness for coining phrases that 
stamp themselves on the public 
mind or memory.” 


Became Premier in. 1937. 


Yet, within a year of that verbal 
estimate, the practical, realist Pre- 
mier had given utterance to 
speeches that will have a place in 
the pages of history. 

War talk and lawless interna- 
tional action were almost epidemic 
when he took over the Prime Min- 
istership from Stanley Baldwin on 
May 31, 1937. Although: beset with 
mounting problems at home, he 
promptly applied himself to the 
task of saving the Empire, Europe, 
and possibly the workd from war, 
which he held to be the cruelest 
and most senseless method ef set- 
tling disputes. 

Undeclared War raged between 
Japan and China. - Spain was 
wracked by a long and bitter civil 
revolt in which Italy and Germany 
openely intervened in behalf of the 
Fascists. A series of delicate in- 
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Eden, ‘who even then was belng/duced in Britain for the first Lime 


mentioned as his possible succes- 


sor, 

Eden didn’t see eye to eye with 
his chief on the abandonment of 
collective security under the aegis 
of the League of Nations, but re- 
tired from the Government chiefly 
over the issue of “standing up” to 
the dictators. He demanded some 
prior evidence of good faith from 
Mussolini before treaty negotiations 
were opened. * 


1938 Fall Crisis. 


Lord Halifax took over the port- 
folio, but as he had no voice in the 
lower House, Chamberlain in effect 
became the active foreign minister. 

He had not long to wait before his 
Petsonal qualifications in that post 
were put to the test, In the midst 
of the worki’s turmoll and tension 
Germany annexed Austria, and 
amouldering embers of discontent 
among the 3,000,000 Sudeten Ger- 
mans of Czecho-Slovakia suddenly 
Mlared into the crisis of September, 
1938. 

Original demands for local auto- 
nomy and other special concessions 
developed into a full-throated cry 
for self-determination. Violent dis- 
orders broke out throughout Sudet- 
enland. There was heavy toll of life 
and property.on both sides before 
the Czech government invoked mar- 
tial law and arrested some of the 
Nazi leaders in the frontier area. 

Efforts to settle the dispute ended 
in a deadlock, and Hitler stepped in 
with the might of Germany's arms 
to support the Sudeten demands. 
Danger signals flashed across Eur- 
ope, and the word “war” was on 
every one’s lps. 

It was a situation unparalleled 
since 1914, but it also provided 
Chamberlain with a role which earn- 
ed him world acclaim—and later, 
some criticism. 


Flew To Meet Hitler. 


Although on the eve of his seven- 
tleth birthday, he essayed three 
plane trips within two weeks to Ger- 
many, where, face to face with Hit- 
ler, he sought to save peace. Some 


os. ee the wisdom of the prime

The Munich pact was the ultimate 
outcome. Under its terms Czecho-

ular welcomes ever accorded an in- 
dividual fn the city’s long and color- 
ful history.

Less than six months later Hitler's 
troops were on the march, the Mun- 
ich pact was dead, Czecho-Slovakis 
dissolved and brought under the pro- 
tectlve wing of Imperial Germany.

The nation’s already enormous 
national defence program was en- 
larged and an unprecedented cam- 
paign of preparedness set in motion. 

In defence of his changed policy 
Chamberlain said: 

“Man of peace as I am, there is 
one claim which, if it were made, 
must as it seems to me be resisted if 
necessary by force. That would be 
a claim by any one state to domin- 
ate others by force, since, if .such 
claim were admitted, I see no poss!- 
bility of peace of mind or body for 
anyone.” 

He insisted, however, that resist- 
ance to such claims did not involve 
denial of the right of any nation to 
put forward its grievances, its diff_l- 
culties or desires and to have. them 
examined by others in a spirit of 
understanding and good-will. 

Pew families have held such a long 
and continuous eminence on the 
political stage of the nation’ as the 
Chamberiains, But for the caprice 
of fortune, the honor of becoming 
First Minister might have fallen 
years before to the father, Joseph, 
known as the “Great Imperialist”, or 
to Neville’s half-brother, Austen, 
who had been dedicated almost from 
birth to the profession of politics. 
Actually, Neville as a young man de- 
clared: “I have not the slightest in- 
tention now or at any time of enter- 
ing parliament. I desire to be a 
business man, pure and simple.” 

With the voluntary departure of 
Baldwin, selection of Chamberlain 
8 successor was regarded as a fore- 
gone conclusion. Like so many of 
his predecessors, he stepped Into the 
exalted office from the Chancellery 
of thg. Exchequer, at the age of 68, 
or eighteen years after he made his 
debut in the House of Commons. 


“I am assuming the duties and re- 
sponsibilities attached to the office 
of prime minister at an age when 
most people would think of retiring 
from active work,” he told the Con- 
servative party convention following 
his selection. . 

In an anteroom awalting the de- 
cision of the party, he had been af- 
forded ample opportunity of reflect- 
ing upon the realities-of acceptance 
or rejection of an invitation to lead 
the nation. 

No major point of policy could be 
decided. he said, no really fateful 
step taken, without the assent, elth- 
er active or passive, of the Prime 
Minister. If things went wrong he 
could never escape the reflection: “I 
might have prevented this ‘if.I had 
thought or acted diferently,.” 

In his peroration he said: “I have 
not been so much wracked by an- 
xiety as to the result of your deiiber- 
ations, I have rather been thinking 
how much more easily I should sleep 
tonight if your full choice fell some- 
where else, But although I have 
never sought this or any other of- 
fice, I have never thought it right to 
shirk any duties which other people 
thought me capable of performing.” 
Forefathers Artisans. 

Born on March 18, 1869, Arthor 
Neville Chamberlain had s« lineal 
descent closely bound up with the 
history of the English middle class 
of the eighteenth and nineteenth 
centuries. 

His forefathers were artisans — 
shoemakers in the City of London— 
and remained so till the last century 
but one. 

+ was his father who installed the 
family in Birmingham, where he 
rose to become its leading citizen 
and founded the Chamberlain suc- 
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In an effort 


lationship with Italy, he 


cession of political greatness. It was 
also in Birmingham that the father 
established a factory for the manu- 
facture of screws and other steel 
products which became the main 
source of the family fortune. 

After an education at Rugby and 
Mason College, Birmingham, Neville 
entered his father’s business. When 
Joe Chamberlain saw his business 
dwindling .{n 1890, he sent his 
younger son to the Bahamas to su- 
pervise ® sisal plantation he had 
acquired in an effort to recoup his 


Neville remained in the West In- 
dies for seven years, but the sisal 
market was at a low ebb and he 
returned to the family hearth dis- 
appointed over the failure of the 
project. Again he became a “Brum- 
Magem” business man. 

In the years immediately follow- 
ing he became « director or chair- 
man of several small companies 
which make the Midland capital 
one of the most prosperous cities 
in England, 

Ptunged Inte Politics 

Then in 1911 he made his bow in 
public life. He was elected to the 
Birmingham City Council and 
chairman of the town-planning 
committee, Three years later he be- 
came an alderman. Thus his career 
gradually became divorced from 
the paths of excigsive business in- 
terests. In 1915 he was chosen Lord 
Mayor of Birmingnam, the seventh 
of his name to hold that office, 

His- emergence on the national 
stage followed In 1916. While on a 
visit to London he met Lloyd 
George, then Prime Minister, who 
persuaded him to accept a special 
Government~appointment. 

A new department was created— 
the Department of National Service 
—and Neville resigned from the 
mayoralty of Birmingham to take 
up office in London. 

In a few months, however, Cham- 
berlain resigned his. first national 
post, saying he had a job, but not 
enough to do. 

Of Neville Lloyd George wrote in 
his memolrs many years later: “At 
the time of his appointment I had 
never seen him and knew very 
little of him. It was not one of my 
successful appointments.” He de- 
clared Chamberlain had failed be- 
cause he possessed no initiative or 
imagination, but only a “rigid com- 
petency.” 

Unpegurbed by these develop- 
ments, Chamberlain returned to 
Birmingham but with a transform- 
ed political outlook. As he remark- 
ed himself, he had been born a 
“Little Conservative,” brought up as 
a Liberal and later a Liberal Un- 
fonist, He came back as a Consery- 
ative and it was under this party 
label that he was first elected to 
Parliament in December, 1918, for 
the newly constituted Ladywood 
Division of Birmingham. 

During the four years he sat as 
a back-bencher his voice was sel- 
dom heard in the major debates, 
but he impressed his coleagues by 
his mastery of detail. 

Taken Into Cabinet $ 

With the breakup of the Lloyd 
George Coalition Government in 
1922, New Brunswick's native son, 
Bonar Law, took over the helm. He 
offered Chamberlain the post of 
Postmaster-General without a seat 
in the Cabinet. Impressed by. the 
new recrult’s efficlency, Bonar Law 
advanced him swiftly to. the. Pay- 
master-Generalship, and later took 
him into the Cabinet as Minister 
of Health. : 

When Baldwin succeeded to the 
Premiership it was to Chamberlain 
he turned‘for a Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. But.the Conservative 
Government fell before he was able 
to introduce his first budget.

London, Nov. 11 (CP).—As Prime 
Minister, Nerille Chamberlain 
quickly establisied a reputation for 
hatd work, particularly in the in- 
terests of world peace. Prom the 
outset his Government was beset 
with recurring crisis arising from 
the unstable international situation, 

His grand gesture came over the 
menacing Germsn-Czech deadlock 
on the Sudeten German minorities 
question fn September, 1938. Ger- 
man-Osech relations had deterio- 
rated so rapidiy that a clash ap- 
peared inevitable. At this acute 
stage Chamberlain reached the mo- 
mentous declsior. of spproaching 
Hitler directly in the hope of pre- 
venting outbreak of war.

“In view of increasingly critical 
situation I propose to come over at 
once to see you with a view of try- 
ing to find peacctul solution.
